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Tue friends of the Indians have recently held a 
conference at Lake Mohonk, N. Y., at which they 
recommended that the present system of Indian 
elucation be enlarged and made compulsory, if 
necessary ; that the free ration system be abandoned, 
and the land divided in severalty, what is not 
needed to be purchased by the Government, and 
thrown open to settlement; Indians belonging to 
tribes which give up their reservations, and all 
Indians who abandon their tribal organization and 
adopt the habits and modes of civilized life, to be 
at once admitted to citizenship of the United States 
and become subject to and entitled to the protec- 
tion of the laws. 








In a recent work on Infantry Fire Tactics, Lieut- 
enant C. B. Mayne, R. E., directs attention to the 
fact that English Service rifles are sighted fora 
‘fine sight,” which, in point of fact, men in the 
excitement of battle never take. They always take 
a ‘‘full sight.” This produces, according to a table 
be inserts, an error in elevation of 8.8 feet at 600 
yards, and would thus cause a man on horseback 
even to be missed. To remedy this, he would have 
all rifles sighted for a full sight, as the practical 
Germans do. He would have aim, as a rule, taken 
at the foot of the object, as the intervening space is 
better swept thereby; the use of the full sight which 
the men will use is practically neutralized ; rico- 
chets are better utilized, and tactically, it has 
greater advantages. He points out that Cromwell’s 
Ironsides were always taught to aim at the shoe- 
buckles of their opponents, and that human nature 
being human nature, the same tendencies still exist 
in the men, notwithstanding our vaunted science. 








A CORRESPONDENT of Le Journal des Debats, as a 
result of his observation of the recent French cay 
alry manceuvres takes strong ground in favor of re- 
tiring old officers to make room for younger men, 
who, in his opinion can alone fulfil the require- 
ments of the service. ‘‘In cavalry manoeuvres,” he 
says, ‘‘more so than in mancuvres of the other 
arms, the personality of the chief plays the greatest 
role. The efficiency of the fire of an infantry bat- 
talion is independent of the goodness of the sight 
of its Colonel, and the same holds good with Artil- 
lery, while a regiment of Cavalry only goes where 
its Colonel leads, at the pace he takes up and regu- 
lates, in the direction he indicates. The regiment 
moves only by means of evolutions on the command 
of its Colonel, and the efficiency of these move- 
ments depends not only on the selection made, but 
at the actual moment at which the word of com- 
mand is given—a moment which, once allowed to 
slip by, can never be caught up again, requiring 
both physical and mental activity to grasp it oppor- 
tunely.” 








Tar Admiralty and Horse Guards Gazetf, the 
latest applicant for journalistic favor from the Eng- 
lish services, is making it part of its mission to ex- 
pose the secrets of British Admiralty Administra- 
tion, and the result is certainly not encouraging to 
our adoption of that method of Naval Administra- 
tion. Doubtful transactions, says our English con- 
temporary, ‘daily crop up to make the list of short- 
comings, already so great, appear inexhaustible. At 
a time when our grandfathers headed the Adminis- 
tration of the State, few were the complaints made

Thave the honor to inform you that all the papers a 
pertaining to the question at issue have been considered b 
as Secretary of War, whose decision in the matter is as fol- 

Ows: 

Section 1158 of the R. 8., providing that engineers shall 
not “assume nor be ordered on any duty beyond the line of 
their immediate profession, except by the special order of 
the President, and the provisions of the 122d Article of War, 
to the effect that where different corps of the Army happen 
to join or do duty together, the officer highest in rank in 
the line of the Army shall command the whole unless the 
President orders otherwise, are conclusive on this question. 
Engineer officers belong to a staff corps, the duties of which 
are confined to s and distinct branches of the service, 
and they do not belong to the line of the Army. This view 
has been entertained and expressed by the highest authori- 
ties since the decision of Gen. Dearborn, Secretary of War, 
in 180. Theclaim of Maj. Stanton that he was entitled to 
the command of the post at West Point in the absence of 
all officers of the line of the Army of rank superior to 
his, is clearly inadmissible. Nor are his rights changed by 
the fact that he was at the time serving with engineer sol- 
diers. Thiscommand does not change his status; his duty 
was still in the line of his immediate profession, and he can- 
not assume or be ordered to any other duty except by spe- 
cial order of the President, Engineer soldiers are not troops 
of the line. They are part of the staff organization, trained 
and used in spec’ service, and to perform the duties of 
sappers, miners and pontoniers, and are also suet to aid 
in giving practical instruction therein at West Point. (See 
R. 8., Sec. 1157.) Maj. Stanton was therefore not entitled to 
the command at West Point.”

BRIGADIER-GENERAL STEPHEN V. BENET, Chief of 
Ordnance, has returned to Washington from his 
European trip well pleased with his voyage, but 
heartily glad to get back to his own country and 
home. He gave very little attention to ordnance 
matters while abroad, devoting himself entirely to 
his family and sightseeing. The greater portion of 
his time was spent in Paris. Since his return he 
has been busily engaged upon his annual report and 
in getting ready for the meeting of the Fortifica- 
tion Board, which occurs in the office of the Secre- 
tary of War on Tuesday, the 20th inst. The sub- 
committees have all been industriously at work 
during the summer, and no doubt will come well 
prepared with suggestions, plans, etc. One of the 
sub-committees is at work upon plans for floating 
batteries for harbor defence, principally New York 
harbor. The proposed scheme is similar to the 
English system of stationary revolving turrets 
which guard with heavy guns some of the important 
ports in that country. Instead of being stationary, 





it is proposed to have a sort of floating monitor of 
light draft, with just sufficient machinery to move 
her to a good position when called upon to stay the 
advance of anenemy. The plans are for a 7,000- 
ton, heavily armed monitor, with treble bottoms, so 
as to be torpedo proof, and of 7 or 8 feet draft. 
They are designed to carry four 16-inch guns each. 








GENERAL W. N. HUTCHINSON contributes to 
Broad Arrow an article on ‘‘ Navigable Balloons in 
War,” in which he argues that what has been ac- 
complished in France by Captain C. Renarp and 
M. A. Kress, even with a navigable balloon of small 
floating power, proves that the day of captive bal- 
loons is over. The correctness of the recorded facts, 
as described by M. HEROE MANGON at the Academy 
of Sciences at Paris, is not disputed. On the 8th 
of last November, when a nine-mile breeze was 
blowing, they embarked at Meudon in their small 
craft for a three-quarters-of-an-hour sail. They 
proceeded at the rate of 14 miles an hour, gaining 
on the wind when dead against them at. the rate of 
5 miles per hour, and after sundry evolutions, to 
convince the most skeptical of the perfect obedience 
of their little balloon to its rudder, they disem- 
barked at the exact spot from which they had 
started. Electricity was the motive power they 
employed, but for distant travels steam would prob- 
ably be preferred, as there are few places where pe- 
troleum, or coal, or wood could not be obtained. 
Had they been authorized to build a navigable of a 
large, really useful size, their difficulties in the re- 
quired nicety of construction and cautiously calcu- 
lated weight of every material would have been 
much lessened, and, calculating the value of the 
balloon by the number of tons it could carry, they 
would have effected an immense pecuniary saving. 
M. GasTON TISSANDIER in a pamphlet on Des Bal- 
lons Dirigeables says at page 100 that the length 
should be increased as much as possible in order to 
minimize the resistance of the air. He speaks of 
lengthsin the future exceeding 300, 500, and even 
1,000 yards with the speed of express trains, and of 
a command over nearly every wind. Such lengths 
could not well be given to any not of cylindrical 
shape. Their great size is attended with this im- 
mense advantage, that all the weight carried need 
no longer be retained in one car from inadequate 
buoyancy. ‘‘A large navigable, costing a mere 
trifle in commission could,” General HuTcHINSON 
says, ‘‘ be made far more useful and destructive to 
an enemy’s possessions than any ironclad, yet many 
navigables could be built at a less expense than one 
of those costly structures, or even of a single big 
gun, both likely to become obsolete in a few years. 
The good condition of those returned into store after 
severe work in Egypt has proved that the committee 
had at length overcome the great bar to constant 
undiminished aerial-buoyancy by having succeeded 
in manufacturing a light, soft coat, impermeable to 
hydrogen gas, which had heretofore baffled all at- 
tempts to effectually imprison it in alight envelope.” 
‘* Another question, how to best impart the requisite 
stiffness to the envelope, and such a constantly pre- 
served automatic pressure as will keep it (with its 
embracing net), when only partially filled with gas 
constantly stretched under all variations of altitude 
and temperature /—and how best to prevent the de- 
licate expansive envelope from coming in contact 
with anything likely to injure it still remains to be 
settled.” Here isa field for investigation by Amer- 
ican officers. 
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TdE SPANISH ARMY. 


THE annual contingent raised 
for the Spanish Army is divided 
into two portions. The first 
serves for six years in the active 
army, passing two or three years 
under the colors, and the re- 
mainder on furlough or in the first 
reserve. The other six years the 
men remain in the second reserve- 
The second portion of the con- 
tingent is not enrolled, but re- 
mains at disposal for the first six 
years, whilst for the other six 
years it forms a supplementary 
reserve, liable to be called ia for 
the depots of the active or reserve 
armies. The colonial forces are 
partly recruited by enlistment, 
partly drawn by lot from the first 
portion of the annual contingent. 
The active army of Spain com- 
prises the following forces : 

Infantry—60 regiments of infan- 
try of 2 battalions of 4 companies 
each; 20 battalions of rifles of 4 
companies each; 6 battalions of 
marine infantry; 3 disciplinary 
battalions; 1 battalion of ordon- 
nances. 

Cavalry—24 regiments of cav- 
alry of 4 squadrons euch, of which 
Ware lancers, 10 mounted rifles, 
and 2 hussars; 2 independent 
squadrons of mounted rifles; 4 
remount establishments. 

Artillery--5 regiments of moun- esd, aren ls

Engineers—4 sapper regiments; 4 reserve regi- 
ments; 1 pontonier regiment; 1 railway battalion 
of 4 companies; 1 telegraph battalion of 4 companies; 
1 brigade of topographists; 1 detachment of arti- 
ficers. There are 363 officers of engineers. 

Included in the army are 2 companies of royal 
halberdiers, and a squadron of life guards; a corps 
of carbineers, of 92 companies and 22 mounted sec- 
tions; the army medical corps; intendance, etc. 
The civil guards comprise 16 regiments, of a total 
effective of 780 officers and 14,756 men. 

The reserve army, formed of the first portions of 
the six oldest contingents, comprises: 140 battalions 
of infantry ; 6 battalions of marine infantry ; 24 regi- 
ments of cavalry of 4 squadrons each; 6 regiments 
of field artillery of 6 batteries,and 2 ammunition 
columns each. 

The king is commander-in-chief. The general 
staff focludes 359 active generals and 161 generals of 
the reserve. The standing army of about 94,000 men 
is, during the three months of the year when the re- 
cruite are drilled, augumented by 28,000 men. The 
army corps are commanded by lieutenant-generals, 
the divisions by field-marshals, with the rank of 
general of division, etc.

EXPLOSIVE EXPERIMENTS AT LYDD. 


Or these experiments already described here, the 
London Mechanical World says: 

“The guns with which the experiments have been 
carried out up to the present time are as follows: 
9.2 in. b. 1. (20, tons); 6 in. b. 1. (81 ewt.); 6.6 in. 
hydropneumatic carriage; 25 pr. and 40 pr.; 8 in. 
howitzer (70 cwt.); 6.6 in. howitzer (36 cwt). The ex- 
eriments may be summarised as follows: (1) Fire 
or destroying exposed earthworks and parapets 
from 8 in. howitzers and 6. iv. b. 1. guns; b fire di- 
rected against parallels and breaches from bin. b. 1. 
guns; (3) high angle fire for the destruction of field 
magazines, etc.: (4) shrapnel fire at gun emplace- 
ments from 6.6in. and 8 in. howitzers; (5) trials of 
high explosives of bursting charges, and the effect 
on earthworks with common shell fired from 0.12 in. 
guns; (6) the effect of quick firing b. 1. guns in de- 
stroying explosives, etc., from 6 pr. Hotchkiss guns; 
(7) the protection necessary for field guns employed 
against operations of the attack; (8) the effect of fir- 
ing against the force of earthworks liable to ex- 
plode, from 6 in. guns and 8 in. howitzers; (9) the 
effect of shrapnel shell against sap heads. 

The experiments have yielded very successful re- 
sults, and some very valuable information has been 
obtained which it is calculated will be of t im- 
portance in future military operations. The exact 
nature and practical effect of the experiments are 
naturally very zealously guarded by the authorities. 
The most important series of experiments which 
have been conducted and which are now completed 
for the present season are those connected with the 
use of high explosives, but with regard to the results 
of these the authorities maintain the strictest possi- 
ble reticence. The explosions, however, have been 
of such an extraordinary character that they have 
ja a distinctly audible for a distance of nearly 20 
miles. 

These experiments were conducted with nitro- 
glycerine, a large quantity of which was conveyed 
direct from the manufactories in Scotland to the 
cmp. Owing to the dangerous nature of the ex- 
plosive, the railway companies refused to carry it, 
and it was conveyed by water and landed at Dunge- 
ness. The strictest precautions were ‘taken in its 
conveyance from the shore to the camp. The tran- 
sit was effected in carts, the mate being care- 
fully envelo in no less than ten thicknesses of 
blankets. The effect of the experiments with this 


ject of the authorities is to obtain an explosive which 
will at the required time produce effects of a more 
destructive nature than has hitherto been obtained 
by ordinary shell fire. Precautions are taken to pre- 
vent accident to those engaged in the operations. 
During the experiments a few days ago one of the 
howitzers burst with one of these charges, the 
breech of the gun being completely shattered. Those 
engaged in the operations were fortunately under 
shelter, the gun being fired by electricity. Both the 
gun and the carriage have been forwarded to Wool- 
wich, where they will be carefully examined by ex- 
erts. A series of torpedo experiments are shortly 
‘0 be made on the coast near the camp, and it is 
stated will be of a very interesting character.” 








THE ARMIES OF BULGARIA AND SERVIA., 


TURKEY is reported fo be preparing for war to de- 
fend her European possessions, and is rapidly con- 
centrating troops at strategic points on the frontier 
within easy striking distance of Bulgaria, Greece, and 
Servia. rupp has been urged to hasten the deliv- 
ery of gras, payment for which has been guaran- 
teed. Itis further reported that King Milan of Ser- 
via has informed the Powers that he must either go 
to war with Bulgaria or abdicate the throne, and 
that he has decided to go tu war. 

A London despatch of Oct. 16 reports that hostili- 
tiesare about to begin. The Servians have crossed the 
Bulgarian frontier. Turkish troops are marching 


on Nisch. . : : 
The ruler of Bulgaria, Prince Alexander, isa born 
soldier, who has the benefit of the rigid training of 


the Prussian Service. He has exerted himself ever 
since he ascended the throne to develop the military 
strength of Bulgaria, and in this he has had the help 
of Russia who has supplied officers and materials. 

Military service is obligatory and universal, the 
period being four years with the colors, six with the 
reserves and ten in the Opoltchemie or Landwehr. 
The population of Bulgaria was in 1881 2,007,919. On 
a war footing its military strength is:

This isa much more efficient force than that pro- 
vided for in the Fm moe of Berlin. As to arms there 
is no lack in the infantry, but there is scarcely a suf- 
ficient force of cavalry and artillery. ‘The infantry 
are armed with the Russian Berdan rifle; the bayo- 
net is carried as aside arm. Officers have revolvers. 
and all the officers of the army carry the Circassian 
sword. The men of the cavalry have the Berdan 
carbine and the Russian dragoon sword, the sub- 
officers and trumpeters the Smith-Wesson revolver. 
Part of the batteries have still the Krupp guns taken 
from the Turks in the last war, while some batteries 
are armed with guns of the latest Russian model. 
The scarcity of officers, especially since the Russian 
officers in the Bulgarian Army are said to have re- 
ceived orders to return home, is a serious matter. 
Although 39 officers of, the rank of captain are now 
Bulgarians, the higher ranks were all filled by Rus- 
sians, The Bulgarians are astrongly built race, and 
very docile, thus forming excellent war material. 
The training, equipment, and armament—if we ex- 
cept part of the artillery—are those of a modern 
army. The officers leave nothing to be desired as 
regards their training, and the higher ranks espe- 
cially are filled by competent men. 

While Bulgaria has now a compact little army, 
the army at the disposal of Eastern Roumelia is 
little more than an armed mob. Every male in- 
habitant of Eastern Roumelia, without distinction 
of nationality or creed, is liable to military service 
for twelve years. Four years are spent in the first 
levy, four years in the second levy, and the remain- 
ing four years in the reserve. The population in 
1880 was 815,946; 701¢ per cent. Bulgarians, and 21 
per cent. Turks. The higher ranks, down to cap- 
taincies, are almost exclusively filled by former 
Russian officers, 38 Russian sergeants torming, be- 
sides, the cadre of the corps of non-commissioned 
officers. There is no scarcity of arms, for there are 
in the country 80,000, Krnka, 7,000 Berdan and 6,000 
Martini rifles. The eflective forces are: Active 
militia, 3,422; first levy, 18,224; second levy, 19,187; 
reserve, 23,197; total; 63,030. 

Servia, which proposes to declare war against the 
Bulgario-Roumelia alliance, had in 1883 a popula- 
tion of 1,865,683, in which year it adopted the prin- 
cipal of universal military service.

A despatch of October12 from Omaha says: “ Gen. 
Howard has received a letterfrom Gen. Schofield re- 
garding complaints that the Sioux Indians of the Pine 

idge and Rosebud Agencies have been ravaging 
their reservations and committing depredations in 
the newly opened up country of Dakotaand Wyom- 
ing. General Howard will investigate the matter thor- 
oughly and puta stop to any and all depredations. 
The fact that American Horse and a portion of his 
band of Ogallala Sioux are moving across the coun- 
try to visit the Indians of Washikie in the Wind 
River reservation in Western Wyoming, 300 miles 
from Pine Ridge, has probably given rise to the wild 
and exaggerated rumors. These Indians are peace- 
able and are off their reservation by permission of 
Agent McGillicuddy. 

A recent telegram from Rock Springs states that 
everything is quiet at that pomt. The military au- 
thorities do not anticipate any further trouble, but 
will continue their troops there for some time. 

A despatch was received at Omaha, Oct. 15, froin 
Fort Robinson, stating that no trace could be found 
of the Sioux Indians recently reported to be com- 
Initting depredations along the northern frontier cf 
Nebraska and Wyoming. ‘Troops from Fort Niobrara 
are also scouring the country, but vo report has yet 
been received from them.

A correspondent at Fort Grant writes, Lieutenant 
Bigelow, 10th Cavalry, came in Oct. 28, from a ten 
days’ scout without pack animals, baving started 
out with five days rations in saddle pockets.

Tue Washington correspondent of the New York 
World sends the following to that paper: 


For several months Special Accountant Calhoun, of the 
Navy Department, has been yoing through the accounts of 
that Department. He has discovered so many irregularities 
that a pumber of Courts-martial are certain to be ordered 
for high officers of the Navy as soon as the pending investi- 
gations are completed. Many of the contracts for supplies 
to the Navy, it appears, have been obtained by favored con- 
tractors, and that officers have acted in collusion with these 
unduly favored contractors. In many instances these offi- 
cers have lived in a style their own means would not war- 
rant. These investigations will bring to lighta number of 
cases worse than that of Paymr. Gen. Smith, who is now un 

der trial. The Secretary of the Navy is so occupied with 
more weighty matters that he has been unable to give his 
time to the results of the 8 secial investigations. When he 
has his desk cleared those who are near him say he will have 
to order at least twenty Courts-martial to correct abuses 
similar to those developed in the Smith case. It is difficult 
to find in the Service officers who have the moral backbone 
for Court-martial service. Tt is easy enough to discover 
wrongs in the Service, but to provide and secure proper 
punishment for the same are difficult. The Secretary of the 
Navy had to send back the case of Smith to the Court-mar- 
tial on account of the grossly inadequate penalty adjudged. 
If the case were to be gone over again it is probable the 
Secretary of the Navy would suspend the Pay master--Gen- 
eral upon the findings of the Court of Inquiry, but for fear 
of prejudicing the case before the Court-martial the Secre- 
tary, with great fairness, did nothing. Now Smith’s lawyers 
have raised the ¢ uestion of jurisdiction, and have gotten 
the case in the Supreme Court, where they. claim to have 
the ability to hang the case up indefinitely. Meanwhile, the 
$5,000 a year salary continues to be paid to the Paymaster- 
General to enable him to fight his case. 


Time will show just how much truth there is in 
this statement, but we do not doubt that a sufficient 
number of Courts-martial can be organized com- 
posed of members whose moral backbones are not 
yet jellified.

CHOLERA ON THE OSSIPEE. 


REAR ADMIRAL JOHN Ler Davis. commanding the 
United States naval forces on the Asiatic station, 
yeperte to Secretary Whitney, under date of Yoko- 
heme. Sept. 14, that on the 29th of August, after con- 
sultation with the senior surgeon, Comdr. MvGlen- 
the in command of the flagship Trenton, closed all

were. excellent acco dations for a ship in her 
condition, and the authorities on shore most kindly 
placed everything at her disposal. On Sunday all 
the sick were sent to the quarantine hospital in 
charge of Passed Assistant Surgeon Russell, and on 
Monday the crew, except a few men to eare for the 
vessel, were landed. At the date of writing the ship 
had been thoroughly disinfected in all her parts, 
and, in the opinion of her commander, no trace of 
the contagion remained. Surg. Russell expressed 
the hope soon to have @ clear sick list. Commander 
McGlensey ex ressed his gratitude to Admiral Davis 
for sending Dr. Scott to his assistance, and to F. 
McF. Patten, United States Consul at Kobe, for in- 
valuable services. 

Under date of Sept. 10 Commander McGlensey 
wrote that there were only four cases at the hospi- 
tal. Of these Sergt. McCarthy, who had had the 
cholera, was convalescent, while the others were 
mending. At the main building there were six cases 
of diarrhoea, but all were doing well. All the store- 
rooms of the ship had been broken out and cleaned 
and thoroughly disinfected. The Commander ex- 
precest the intention of retaining possession of the 
buildings on shore so long,@s cases of diarrhoea con- 
tinued to break out among the crew, so as to have &@ 
place to land them for treatment, asit would not do 
after the pains taken to run the risk of agaiu infect- 
ing the ship. On Sept. 14 Commander McGlensey 
telegraphed Admiral Davis: “Kvery one doing 
well.”

PERFORMANCE OF THE MOHICAN. 


ComMMANDER B. F. DAY, commanding the U. s. 8. 
Mohican, under date of August 29, 1885, from Pan- 
ama, makes the following report of the perform- 
ance of that vessel during her first_voyage since her 
reconstruction at the Mare Island Yard : 

“ She left the Mare Island Yard June2 with steam 
on six boilers. When off Yerba Buena Island, San 
Francisco Bay, running about fifty turns, she broke 
an eccentric strap, and the engines came to a full 
stop atonce. The break was caused by too tight a 
fit in the valve. After repairs she went to sea, steam- 
ing six boilers. The best speed on June 30 was 8 knots 
from 4to 60’clock, from which time she gradually ran 
down to4 knots. The next morning the engines were 
stopped on account of the heating of the high pres- 
sure line. <A great deal of trouble was experienced 
during the night with the feed and bilge pumps. 
Sail was made and the propellor uncoupled and the 
ship kept under sail alone until 11.30 P. M., July 12. 
She steered remarkably well under sail, minding her 
helm readily when she had any headway whatever. 
She was tacked witha speed 14,3 and5 knots. At the 
latter rate she went about reasonably fast, but 
gathered sternway in all cases, tried. The best sail- 
ing done was on the night of July 4 and 5 when she 
ran 72.1 in eight hours and did 92 knots four hours 
in succession—all by patent log. She was at the time 
hefore the wind, and under topgallant sails, topsails 
and foresails and _ jibs. In light winds she sailed 
quite as well as with the wind aft, and carried the 
helm amidships, or nearly so, under all the circum- 
stances experienced. 

At midnight, July 12, started steaming again with 
four boilers, making from 5 to 6 knots. The feed 
pumps worked badly again, making necessary to use 
donkey pumps and the water valves, gauges and 
bilge pumps gave more trouble. 

Two more bollers were put in the following day 
and the speed was increased to 7 and 8 knots. While 
eoaling at Pichilingue, Lower California, Engineer 
force was constantly employed overhauling and re- 
pairing engines and appurtenances. 

July 23, sailed for Acanulco, using six boilers. The 
trouble with pumps and gauges continued, On the 
26th the engines had to be stopped to repair water 
valves. Again on the Mth valves of circulating 
pumps gave out, causing another stop for repairs: 
The best speed made during tbe run to Acapulco 
vas 84 knots. Remained there eight days for re- 
pairs and alterations. 

After getting into the warm water and weather of 
the Mexican Coast the temperature of the fire room 
forward ran up to 150 deg. On account of the bad 
ventilation of the forward part of fire room the for- 
ward bulkhead of hatch on perth deck and the after 
bulkhead of firemen’s work room were removed ; 
the change caused a difference of 40 deg. in the tem- 
perature. Upon leaving Acapulco, Aug. 5, four boil- 
ers were used for two days and made an average speed 
of 7 knots on 14 tons of coal. Two more boilers were 
put in and consumption of coal limited to 15 buckets 
an hour, or about 16 tons per day. Under this ar- 
rangement steam was kept up better and an average 
speed of 8 knots was made for 19 hours. when water 
valve to circulating pumps gave out again and an- 
other stop was made for repairs. Two other stops 
were made within the next 12 hours. Cornilo was 
reached Aug. 10; sailed from there for Panama 
three days later, using six boilers. The run was ac- 
complished without a stop, and the average speed 
made was a trifle over 8 knots. She sometimes ran 
to 9 and 94 knots. The engines seem to have been 
indifferently finished in the details and they were 
given no trial worthy of the name before the ship 
was sent off on her cruise. A further improvemeut 
in speed is looked for after the firemen have had 
more practice. She will probably be able to make 
about 180 miles per day on a consumption of not 
over 14 tons of coal, with four boilers. Not being 
able to get four and six boilers properly fired, it has 
not yet been tried with eight. 

The ship is very steady at sea, rolls very little and 
easily, and her steering qualities under sail or steam 
can scarcely be improved. Taking into considera- 
tion the fact that she has @ four-bladed screw to 
drag, she sails well.

Danenhower in his selection of the Smith 
Sound route, and urges at length against that route, 
and argues that Franz Josef Land 
sential features recommending it a8 a base for an 
advance toward the Pole: First, perfect safety of 
approach and retreat ; second, its high latitude. Lt. 
A. W. Greely, U. S. A.. writes that he has no inclina~ 
tion to deny the merits of the essay, but its tenden- 
cies seem particularly unfortunate, and he regrets 
that it emanated from an officer of the service. 
Prof. H. Ruik, of Norway, supports Lieut. Danen- 
hower in his theory of islands and groups of islands 
in the polar basin, and believes that further Arctic 
research is not worth its cost.

After he was adjudged guilty, 
Superintendent Ramsay recommen ed him for dis- 
missal by the Secretar, of the Navy. 
Cadet Wiley. recently dismissed from the Naval 
Academy after conviction by court-martial of ha- 
zing, is making efforts through counsel for a re- 
storation to the service. His case will bring up 2 
thorough investigation of the subject of dismissal, 
and the power of reviewal, pardon and restoration. 
It has generally been held that the finding of # 
court-martial, approved  f the Superintendent, is 
final, and when earried out no restoration can take 
place by executive action.

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THE HELL GATE BLAST. 


Tue explosion of the Flood Rock mine last Satur- 
day, which proved so complete a success both on its 
scientific and its spectacular side, must have been 
peculiarly gratifying to the Engineer Corps. 
The ordinary work of this body, year in and yeaT 
out, receives scant fecognition. But at mtervals 
comes a task so striking in character, and so di- 
rectly appealing to the eye and imagination, that 
the existence and uses of the Engineer Corps are 
made very clear to the public. 

All the facts and figures connected with the 
Flood Rock mine were on a large scale. The exca- 
vation and the charging represented not only ad- 
mirable planning, but the toil of nine years. The 
galleries, hollowed out in the hard gneiss formation, 
made an aggregate of four miles, varying in height 
from five to twenty feet. The holes, nine or ten 
feet deep, with which the thick roof of rock above 
and the stout pillars supporting it were honey- 
combed, numbered more than thirteen thousand. 
Each hole held its cartridge of rack-a-rock and 
dynamite, and the total of these explosives to be 
discharged was, we believe, about 283,000 pounds. 
Nothing approaching such a single blast had ever 
been heard of—even that of Hallet’s Reef, in 1876, till 
then the most tremendous on record, employed only 





48,000 pqunds of dynamite. As for the rock to be 
shattered by the blast, nobody attempted to com- 
pute its weight. It was known, however, that 
there were nine acres of it, varying in thickness 
from ten to twenty-five feet, while above was the 
vast superincumbent mass of water. 

The spectacular effect was no doubt greatly aided 
by the magnificent view afforded to hundreds of 
thousands of spectators from both shores. The im- 
portant work of charging the mine and making the 
connection with the electric batteries was impressive 
to the imagination, and the last connection was 
completed under the eyes of the spectators, who 
waited breathlessly while one hundred and thirty 
tons of rackarock and dynamite should be exploded 
close to two built-up cities of more than two million 
people. The dull rumbling as of an earthquake, 
the tremor plainly felt for miles, and the tremendous 
mass of water with intermingled debris of the arti. 
ficial island thrown into the air, two huge columns 
rising high above the rest, made the explosion mag- 
nificent as a spectacle, while science had gained a 
new and greatly advanced record in single blasts. 
It was a felicitous arrangement that General New- 
TON’s little daughter should with the pressure of a 
tiny finger bring on this tremendous explosion. 

During the last week another series of events has 
increased popular respect for the Engineer Corps. 
After the first surprise at the explosion was over, it 
seemed to spectators that Flood Rock Island was 
bigger than before. Steamboat men accustomed to 
plying in the East River shook their heads doubt- 
fully. A day or two showed no gain, and some of 
the critics openly called the explosion a failure, and 
predicted that the work would have to be done over. 
Meanwhile General NewrTon and Lieutenant DERBY 
had examined it and pronounced it all right. At 
last the loosened and piled-up rocks began to visibly 
sink, as the water gradually washed out fine stuff 
below, and at length the last trace of Flood Rock 
sank beneath the surface. The calm assurance, a 
fruit of knowledge, that had already announced this 
final success was as impressive in its way as the 
mining and the explosion. After a year or two of 
patient dredging to remove the fragments, a chan- 
nel for the largest vessels will be clear above what 
was once Flood Rock. 

We congratulate General Newton, Lieutenant 
DerBy, and the Engineers not only on their great 
success but on their opportunity in this instance of 
doing work in such a way and under such circum- 
stances as to secure popular appreciation. All this 
inures to the good of the military establishment. 


THE MILITARY ACADEMY GRADUATES. 

A CORRESPONDENT in the JOURNAL of Oct. 10 re- 
fers to the fact that nearly one-half of the class 
which graduates in 1886 will be obliged under the 
law to return to civil life for want of vacancies in 
the grade of 2d lieutenant, and suggests that a 
change in the law of retirement is needed to make 
vacancies, and secure to the Army the services of 
these young men, upon whom so much time, 
money and labor have been expended in quali- 
fying them for the position of commissioned officer. 
His proposition to transfer to the retired list all offi- 
cers now on the active list, who are meritorious 
subjects for retirement, is very well, and so far as 
justice and the interests of the Service are con- 
cerned would find few opponents among officers 
of the Army. But experience seems to show that 
there is no military legislation so precarious and 
uncertain as that relating to the retired list. For 
years the necessity of applying to the Army the 
Navy rule of compulsory retirement at sixty-two 
was urged upon Congress with the final result of 
the passage of the sixty-four year law. A large 
retired list is regarded by many members of Con- 
gress with jealousy, and it might at some future 
time be used as a weapon to the detriment of the 
Army. Is it not better to let the matter rest, at 
least for the present, and not exchange king log for 
king stork ? 

We are in full sympathy with our correspondent 
in his desire to secure the entire class of 1886 to 
the Army, and have ne doubt that it can be ac- 
complished by a united effort on the part of those 
interested to procure the passage of the MANDERSON 
bill, which was introduced last winter, and which 
provides for the three battalion organization for 
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infantry. Aside from the inherent justice of this 
measure, it has the advantage of having been re- 
peatedly recommended in the official reports of the 
Secretary of War and the General of the Army. 
Should this bill become a law a sufficient number of 
vacancies would be created to absorb the class of 
1886, leaving room for all the non-commissioned 
officers who might pass the required examination 
and quite a number of civilians. After the passage 
of this act for the benefit of the infantry, the whole 
Service might be still further relieved by the enact- 
ment of 2 law, similar to that approved March 8, 
1853 for the relief of the Ordnance Corps and Corps 
of Engineers, and which has done so much to in- 
crease the efficiency of those corps and put them in 
advance of the rest of the Army as regards promo- 
tion. Of course this law, applied to the whole 
Army, must necessarily include captains. 

It is proper to say in this connection that we are 
not disposed to urge the passage of any measure 
which is likely to encounter active opposition within 
the Service itself. There is too little camaraderie 
and esprit de corpse as it is, and we are unwilling to 
contribute anything to the division of sentiment, 
which is not to be encouraged, however it may be 
excused on the ground that it naturally results from 
breaking our Army up into small organizations. 
There is already too much of the spirit of ‘every 
man for himself and the devil take the hindmost,” 
and nothing can be accomplished for the good of 
the Service as a whole without a different spirit is 
suffered to prevail. 








SUBMARINE TORPEDO BOATS. 

In the JOURNAL of Sept. 26 we gave a description 
from the English papers of the NORDENFELDT sub- 
marine boat, for which so much is claimed. The 
employment of steam in this vessel does not inspire 
confidence in her success, for when in action she is 
liable to collide with the vessel attacked and is 
tolerably certain to be so shaken up by the explosion 
of her own shells or torpedoes fired close to her that 
steam leaks are among her probabilities. Nor is it 
very consoling to be shut up in a.narrow, hermeti- 
cally closed space with a fair prospect of being 
scalded to death by hot steam, and the boiler reser- 
voirs and engines fill up the middle of the boat leav- 
ing small, hot, grimy quarters for her crew. We do 
not understand why steam should be used, as there 
are several not untried motors requiring neither 
chemicals nor coal that are less bulky and lighter, 
and just as reliable. 

As to the simplicity claimed for the NoRDENFELDT 
three engines are required to do the work that is 
much better done by one. Then there are three 
propellors, a boiler, and reservoirs, besides guns 
that are well placed to catch floating obstacles and 
are worse than useless when under water! What 
is claimed as the main distinguishing feature, re- 
serve buoyancy, was also a distinguishing feature of 
two boats built in New York in 1877 and 1880, and 
of another built in Jersey City in 1888. What does 
distinguish the NORDENFELDT boat is the apparatus 
for overcoming this buoyancy and for maintaining 
her in a constant horizontal position. The high speed 
hecessary at the present day is impracticable if spon- 
sons project from the sides. One or both are very 
liable to get rubbed off and then the boat is disabled. 
They cause a considerable part of the resistance even 
at three miles per hour and the screws they enclose 
require far more power to overcome even a moder- 
ate reserve buoyancy than is applied in direct pro- 
pulsion. 

The direct towing strain of Mr. N.’s boat when 
moving three miles per hour is about 65 lbs. The 
thrust of her propeller is probably aboxt 80 Ibs. 
Suppose her surplus buoyancy be as low as 325 Ibs., 
the constant vertical thrust must be five times 
greater than the strain ona tow rope that would 
cause her to run three miles per hour—825 divided 
by 65—5. If the spare buoyancy be much reduced 
persons wishing to enter or leave her must wait for 
fine weather or smooth water if there be no dry 

dock ora coffer dam like Prof. Tucks; otherwise 
the crew must enter before her water charge is taken 
on board, and they cun not leave her until it is re- 
moved. She can never therefore be ready for action 
at short notice. 

The trouble with some of the distinguishing feat- 
ures of the NoRDENFELDT boat is that they counter- 











balance the advantages of being able to run under wa- 
ter quickly even at slow speed. Her vertical screws 
cannot change her level one foot in the time a torpedo 
launch can run 200 yards. Should she be discovered 
from the ship she attacks she must endeavor to get 
as far under as possible to avoid flat-fronted shot. 
She can then neither repel the attack of torpedo 
launches nor escape from them. In smooth water 
she will leave a wake for several minutes after her 
disappearance, and in rough water, even though 
the wake be obliterated, the trough of the waves 
will keep her in sight long enough to leave no ex- 
cuse to the machine gunners or torpedo launches 
that fail to destroy her. Experiments undertaken 
to determine at what distances cast iron cases may 
be broken by a concussion under water have shown 
that the captain of the NoRDENFELDT might have 
his head in a safer place than under a glass dome, 
even though the glass be protected. 

Three miles per hour is just enough to give from 
one-half to one mile speed against ordinary tides, 
and is little enough even when assisted by drifting 
to enable this vessel to intercept vessels engaged in 
bombarding. Diving boats will be found most use- 
ful outside and between the lines of stationary 
mines protecting a harbor, and within the outside 
limit of range of the shore batteries. The ideal 
boat for this purpose should be able to attack unob- 
served and at full speed. She must be capable of 
ten to twelve miles speed when awash and at least 
six miles when under water. She must be able to 
sink in a few seconds and leave no trace of her 
presence or movements on the surface. She must 
be capable of being steered with fair accuracy on 
any course and at any reasonable depth, and of 
acting independent for several days together with- 
out becoming unendurable to her crew. She must 
be prepared to apply torpedoes at long or short 
range with a minimum of mancuvring and prepara- 
tion, instantly and in any direction; capable of re- 
maining totally submerged in one position, if neces- 
sary, at least during daylight, and able to search 
for and remove or destroy, and also to deposit sta- 
tionary mines. Lastly, she should be ready at a 
moment’s notice when wanted. A submarine boat 
merely able to grope around at very slow speed will 
be found of little use against ships moving at the 
very considerable speed required during bombard- 
ment to avoid the attack of locomotive torpedoes. 








Tue Lieutenant-General has not appointed his new 
aides yet and it is stated at Army Headquarters 
that he will not do so for several weeks. Colonel 
GreGgory and Captain Davis were relieved October 
10. The former has reported for duty to the Chief 
of Engineers but has not been assigned to any sta- 
tion as yet. Captain Davis will leave in a few days 
to join his regiment. There is no urgent need for 
the new aides, Colonel SHERIDAN and Captain BLUNT 
being equal to the present requirements. 








WE understand that Secretary WHITNEY agrees 
with Secretary ENDIcoTT as to rotation in the detail 
of officers to Washington. Several naval officers 
have recently applied for duty there, and were re- 
fused on the ground that their last shore duty was 
performed there. In future, preference is to be 
given to those who have never had a tour of duty 
in Washington. It is also the intention to more 
strictly enforce the three-year rule. 








Tue Board of which Captain MaTTHEws is presi- 
dent has completed the appraisement of the Chicago, 
Atlanta, and Boston, and made reports to the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. If these reports are approved, 
and satisfactory to all parties, the vessels will pass 
into the hands of the Department and be pushed to 
completion. 


THERE was atrial of the 8-inch pneumatic gun at 
Fort Lafayette on Thursday, under the charge of 
Lieutenant E. L. Zalinski, U.S. A. A conical iron 
shot, weighing 200 pounds, was fired a distance of 
2,200 yards, using compressed air about 1,000 pounds 
pressure, and with the gun elevated at an angle of 
30 degrees. This was followed by a shell composed 
of 190 pounds of explosive gelatine, a few pounds of 
dynamite, which serves as a corps for the gelatine, 
a copper case, 3 feet 4 inches long and 7% inches in 
diameter, a conical iron point, and a wooden “ tail- 
piece,”” This was fired at an elevation of about 13 














degrees. It was made with a fuse in the point, to be 


exploded by concussion, and with two electric 
fuses connectod with two small dry batteries tixed 
in the wooden “tailpiece” to be exploded if the 
shell should plunge into the water and the batteries 
become wet. The shell did not explode for some 
reason and will have to be fished out of the water 
where it lies, a mile and a quarter below the firing 
point. It was demonstrated, however, that a shell 
containing over 100 pounds ofgelatine and dynamite 
can be fired with safety with compressed air. The 
gun is sixty feet long aud an inch thick. The bore 
is eight inches in diameter and brass lined. Under 
it were eight iron reservoirs where the 1,000 pounds 
of compressed air used as the motive power is kept. 
Its range is two miles. 








THROUGH the State Department the Navy Depart- 
ment has received a report from our consul at one 
of the British shipbuilding ports that Spain at the 
commencement of her controversy with Germany 
contracted with an English ship yard for the imme- 
diate construction and armament with the best long 
range lighf guns of five cruisers, for which they 
agreed to pay $6,000,000. The vessels are to be built 
on the most approved modern designs. According 
to the consul these vessels are all on the stocks and 
are being pushed rapidly toward completion. The 
name of the Spanish Government does not appear 
in the contract, but they are apparently being built 
for private parties or for sale to any one who may 
wantthem. The object of Spain it is assumed, is 
so to build upher navy as to be able to cope with 
the powerful one of Germany. 








CAPTAIN D. M. Taytor, U.S. A., of General Pope’s 
staff, contributes to the Alta California, an excel- 
lent article on the subject of harbor defences, 
In the concluding paragraph Captain Taylor 
aptly says: “If the merchants and property- 
holders of San Francisco can read the opin- 
ions which T have cited, can see what forts 
and guns they have to rely upon for defence, 
and then feel safe, I have nothing more to say and 
have already misused my time and theirs in saying 
as muchas 1 have done. But if, on the contrary, 
they feel, in view of the facts as presented, that 
they are not protected, let them act at once, for if 
we wait for the declaration of war with any of the 
Powers possessing powerful ironclads, we will 
find that we have waited tvo long, and we zan only 
hope that some day the smouldering ashes of what 
was once the fair City of San Francisco, or an en- 
emy insolent and exultant, lying in the Golden Gate 
demanding millions of treasure as a reason for not 
destroying the city, may not prove that I have been 
only too true a pr ophet.” 








Tue Secretary of War will shortly be required to 
act upon the cases of the officers of the Army, for- 
tunately few in number, whose right to their com- 
missions is denied by the Court of Claims, they hav- 
ing been restored to the Service by Executive order 
and without the approval of theSenate. He has now 
before him the cases of several retired officers, 
among them those of Major Isaac Lynde, who was 
dropped as Major of the 7th Infantry November 25, 
1861, and restored as Major of the 23th Infantry 
November 28. 1866; Captain Chas. B. Stivers, late of 
the 7th Infantry, who was out of the Service from 
July 14 to August 11, 1863, and Lieutenant James T. 
Leavy, who was retired July 31, 1868, wholly retired 
July 1, 1869, and restored to the retired list by Gen- 
eral Grant April 2, 1878, to date from July 31, 1868. 








Own October 12 Command No. 6, of the U. 8. Regu 
lar Veterans, was mustered in in New York City. It 
is composed of musicians who served before, during 
and since the war. The officers elected were LeRoy 
Van Horn, formerly of the 18th U. S. Infantry Band, 
Capt.; Angelo Noziglia, of 18 years’ service in the 
Navy and Marine Corps Bands of U. 8S. Ist lieuten- 
ant; and Wm. Blank, 12th U. S. Inf. band, as 2d 
lieutenant. 


Commander McCalla 1s still engaged _upon his re- 
ort concerning the administration of Naval officers. 
te says he will not be prepared to submit it to the 
Secretary for two or three weeks yet. The report 
of the ee Board on the unfinished 
cruisers will be handed to the Secretary of the Navy 
the latter part of this week. 














OUTSIDERS are much puzzled by statements to the 
effect that the late steam trial of the Iron Duke was 
* satisfactory,” because, although the speed was only 
10.6, as against 12.5 at the former trial, yet “more 
horse-power was developed.” Now, this may be all 
very well from a scientific and theoretical point of 
view, but practically the loss of speed is a most se- 
rious defect, and is eminently unsatisfactory. Ina 
naval action between two otherwise equ ships, 
speed must gain the 4 and uhe fact of having 
more “ horse-power”’ wi'l be as useless as the capa- 
bility of crossing royal yards in a given small num- 
ber of minutes and seconds. Chief engineers are, 
however, rather fond of talking of their -‘ horse- 
power ’’ as the one —— ueedful, often saying to 
their sceptical brother officers, ** Oh, you don’t un- 
derstand it!’’ which is quite true, but hardly reas- 





suring.—Army and Navy Gazette.

GENERAL HAZEN’S NARRATIVE. 


Wr have our suspicion that the newspaper story 
of the incendiary character of General Hazen’s nar- 
rative of Military Service which preceded its publi- 
cation, was prompted, in a measure, by the desire of 
enterprising publishers to stimulate curiosity and 
increase the circulation of the book. “ It crosses the 
line,” as the author tells us in his preface, “ of cer- 
tain personal controversies about which the public 
is supposed to know little’—and, as we may add, 
eares less—but Gen. Hazen does not appear to have 
gone out of his way to attack any one. Still, we are 
not quite prepared toadmit his claim that he has 
excluded from his pages controverted matter, ‘ ex- 
cept so far as the telling of a plain tale for the gen- 
eral reader necessarily involves it.”" The fact that 
fifty-seven of the sixty-three pages describing the 
assault on Mission Ridge are devoted to the contro- 
versy with Gen. Sheridan as to the capture of guns 
there is proof to the contrary. If our military writers 
realized the indifference with which ‘“ the general 
reader” regards personal controversies of this sort, 
their narratives would gain in interest as well as in 
brevity. Something of the interest of the war arti- 
cles published in popular magazines is doubtless due 
to the judicious pruning of the editor, or at least to 
the restraining influence which the prospect of 
editorial supervision has upon the controversial ten- 
dencies of our soldier authors. Their contests over 
the proper division of credit for particular engage- 
ments will be regarded by the future historians, for 
whose benefit they write, as belonging to the merely 
personal and transitory relations of the contest 
which must be sifted from what is of enduring his- 
torical value. The insect preserved in amber may 
have a certain interest asa fossil relic of a warmer 
period, but it is not what gives value to the amber. 
It must be almitted, however, that if there is any 
excuse for turning aside from what purports to be 
a purely historical narrative, General Hazen might 
reasonably find it in this paragraph which he quotes 
from General Sheridan’s report on Mission Ridge. 
While we were thus pushing the enemy, and forcing him 
to abandon his artillery, wagons and _ stores, the division of 
General Wood remained on Mission Ridge — a 
pita, and General Hazen and his brigade employed them- 


selves in collecting the artillery from which my men had 
driven the enemy, and have claimed it their capture. 


As to this General Hazen suys: ‘1 entertain for 
General Sheridan’s great military qualities very 
high admiration; but I feel that in this case he has 
formed a hasty and erroneous judgment. He 
is mistaken both with regard to the gunsand to the 
priority of reaching the crest. It is susceptible of 
absolute proof that my brigade first gained the ridge 
and broke the enemy’s ‘lines; that they captured 
eighteen cannon, and that from this point the ridge 
was cleared of the enemy to the right and left.” 
in support of this claim nunmerous quotations are 
made from official reports and unofficial statements 
by officers of the Confederate as well of the Union 
Service who were present at Mission Ridge and the 
author says: “This part of the battle of Mission 
Ridze is indelibly stamped upon my memory. 1 can 
make no mistake about it. The splendid success of 
the day was due to the men rather than to the gen- 
erals. I have tried to present evidence that will 
settle all questions as to the important service of my 
own command and as to my personalagency in the 
struggle of the day.” 

Of Shiloh General Hazen says: ‘The battle of 
Shiloh will be a fruitful theme for criticism as long 
as the events of our Civil War remain of interest to 
mankind. There area few facts connected with it 
that will form the leading topics of this criticism. 
The first and chief will be that 2 co-operating army 
arrived at the point of concentrution in front of an 
enterprising enemy with which it was expected to 
fight, and remained there waiting the arrival of the 
other army for some days, with a broad and deep 
river running parallel to the line. The questions 
will naturally arise, why that army did not take ad- 
vantage of the riyer as an obstacle, instead of going 
into camp on the enemy’s side; why the different 
divisions of this isolated force were not posted with 
some relation to mutual defence; why there were 
no works erected to its front; why there were no 
roads cut in rear of, and parallel to the line, through 
the thick undergrowth, for easy inter-communica- 
tion and support, and, especially, why the front of 
that army was not thoroughly reconnoitred.” Ha- 
zen’s own brigade we are assured wasin no condition 
to fight after he left it, having lost 399 men in killed 
and wounded, “one-fifth part of the entire loss in 
Buell’s Army, 49 more casualties than occurred in 
Crittenden’s entire division, and twice the average 
of Buell’s troops. As many more had gone away 
with their wounded comrades, and the rest were 
scattered.” 

The Army of the Cumberland, we are told, was 
never so good tactically after the removal of Gen. 
Buell, who “‘was the best general the war produced.” 
He was a victim to the demand for success, having 
lost the confidence of the country, so necessary for 
acommander. Comparing it with the Army of the 
Tennessee, Gen. Hazen tells us that the Army of the 


Cumberland, “‘as to discipline, instruction and ad- 
ministration, was so far superior as to scarce admit 
of comparison, there being a singular omission in 
these particulars in the Army of the Tennessee. This 
last had, however, the advantage of being led by 
general officers who were much younger in years 
and in commission, and were all acting under the 
spur of new zeal and in perfect harmony and good 
will, while in the Army of the Cumberland the offi- 
cers had been denied the rapid advancement to 
which their services in battle seemed to entitle 
them.” This 1s-hardly consistent with the state- 
ment previously made, which we have italicised in 
the extract which follows: 

With Rosecrans went also, Crittenden, McCook, Negley and 
Van Cleve. That these removals were just, on the ground of 
unfitness, may or may not have been true. .. It was probablya 
misfortune to themselves as well as to the country that these offi- 
cers were given so high communds so early in_the war. Crit- 
tenden was greatly beloved by his men. He was always 
ge. kind. just. and brave to a fault; and as he came tom 

rigade, which was drawn up to bid him farewell, mountec 
upon his beautiful gray horse “John,” usually ridden by bis 
little son (since killed with Custer), and made us an admira- 
ble, almost electrical little speech, if it had been in my power 
I would have made him Qenetes of the ae, 

cCook possessed a peculiar open nkness of manner an 
bonhomie that made him many friends, and he had many 
admirable traits of character; he went with the others. 


This occurs in the description of the battle of 
Chickamauga, the responsibility for which Gen. 
Hazen puts, after Rosecrans, upon Reynolds, of 
whom he says, “it was urged that it was necessary to 
bavea general commander of our four divisions. 
Reynolds, the senior, declined positively to assume 
it, remarking that it would be only assuming a dis- 
aster which was certainly impending. I have always 
believed that by assuming general charge he would 
have prevented much of the loss and confusion that 
took place when the withdrawal, each division by 
itself, without unity of action, was finally made. 
The command of the whole really rested on him as 
definitely as that of his own division, and his refusal 
to exercise it, wasin my opinion, an inexcusable 
and most serious neglect of duty.” 

“In carefully studying this battle,” adds General 
Hazen, “ we cannot fail to be impressed with the 
most worthy and heroic service of two division 
commanders who stood out conspicuously from all 
the rest—Brannan and Baird. They both went back 
to comparatively obscure places in the Regular 
Army, where Baird is now serving [as Inspector- 
General] and Brannan has been retired.”’ ‘“‘ TheCom- 
mander-in-Chief (Rosecrans) seems to have been 
beaten by the sound of battle alone; for, excepting 
to correct the failure of not putting Negley in place 
on Baird's left, there was no call for or need of sup- 
ports on the left.” “The theory that Bragg fell 
back for any but strategic purposes of his own isall 
a mistake. We actually put ourselves in a position 
so false that for four days we were entirely at the 
mercy of the enemy; and that we were not totally 
destroyed by detachments was due to an equally 
great mistake on his part.” 

After the reorganization at Chattanooga came the 
new regimé. “General Grant arrived, and General 
Sherman was approaching. They were new, and 
different from the commanders we had known be- 
fore. They wore vests and coats unbuttoned; and as 
to military bearing, old Frederick would not have 
had them in his camp. There was also a sort of out- 
spoken frankness upon military matters that seemed 
a little strange, and in contrast to the mysterious 
air that isso apt to pervade military headquarters. 
But they had from the start, and always retained, 
the most perfect confidence of the Army; and that 
faith was not misplaced. More accuracy in little 
things would not, however, have lessened our early 
faith nor diminished their success. The Emperor 
William has said: ‘One button neglected may lead 
to the loss of an army.’ ”’ 

After the removal of Burnside from the command 
in East Tennessee, Foster, who was given command, 
remained in Knoxville to nurse an old wound re- 
ceived in Mexico and Parke, who succeeded him, 
“stopped at Strawberry Plains and turned the com- 
mand over to Granger, who also remained behind 
two days, as alleged, to hurry up supplies; so that 
the Army, in fact, went forward under command of 
Sheridan, a division general, and four removes from 
the proper command. There was no end of talk 
and fun about this shifting of command. Not that 
every one was not glad enough to have Sheridan at 
the head, for he had already (January, 1864), gained 
the confidence and respect he afterwards proved 
himself so worthy of; but this shifting was not cal- 
culated to increase confidence in the direction of 
affairs.’’ 

The failure of Jeff. C. Davis to capture or com- 
pletely destroy Hardee at Jonesboro was, according 
to General Hazen, the finest opportunity lost by the 
Union forces under his observation during the war. 
“ When we consider the blood and treasure it would 
have saved at Franklin and Nashville, we can appre- 
ciate the gravity of the error.” Another oppor- 
tunity was lost, according to this authority, at 
Savannah, where an Army corps might have been 
thrown to the east of the Savannah River and 
Hardee captured with the city. After his capture 
of Fort McAllister, Hazen first met Mr. Stanton, 





who “came down bringing the congratulations of 
the President.” ‘He had in his portfolio but one 
gift of the magnitude of a major-general’s commis. 
sion, and, greatly to my surprise, it fellto me. | 
was told that the general officers of the A rmy of the 
Tennessee asked it for me; but this I never posi- 
tively knew.” 

We have achapter on the burning of Columbia, 
which, with the other injuries inflicted upon South 
Carolina, General Hazen ascribes to the general dis- 
position in the Army to make the State which had 
originated secession feel the full weight of its re- 
sponsibility for the resulting disaster. ‘South 
Carolina had fired the first gun, and even the small- 
est drummer boy seemed determined to get even. 
This feeling was not confined to the Army nor even 
to the North. Often have I heard Georgians say. 
‘Why don’t you go over to South Carolina, and 
serve them this way? They startedit.’” “Ihave 
never doubted that Columbia was deliberately set 
on fire in more than a hundred places. No one 
ordered it, and no one could stop it. The officers of 
high rank would have saved the city, if possible; 
but the Army was deeply imbued with the feeling 
that as South Carolina had begun the war she must 
suffer a stern retribution.” ‘‘There was nothing 
more remarkable in this campaign than the entire 
change in the treatment of private property after 
we entered North Carolina. The men all knew 
where the State line was, and their voluntary con- 
duct in this regard was of itself evidence as to how 
the burning of Columbia came about.”’ 

Concluding his narrative, General Hazen gives us 
a chapter on the “ Lessons of the War,’ and another 
on “General Staff and War School,” his opinions in 
regard to which are well known. His subjects for 
comment are: “* Defensive works for infantry; the 
efficiency and equipment of troops; ammunition in 
battle; special details pioneer corps; artillery ; hos- 
pitals; the whiskey ration ; foragers; disabling rail- 
roads; movements by wings of regiments; long 
range firing; war correspondents.” The volume 
contains thirty-five illustrations, including portraits 
of Generals Jackson, Nelson, Buell, Johnston, and 
Harlan; Colonels S. F. McKee, Fred C. Jones, Geo. 
T. Colton, Langdon, Wiley, Berry, and Foy; Major 
J. B. Hampson; Captains John Eastman, John H. 
Grace, and Francis De Gress. 


HOW WARD ROBBED THE GRANTS. 


In answer to the statement that President Arthur 
refused to gratify Gen. Grant by giving his son a 
staff position in the Army, ex-Secretary Liucoln has 
made public the letter which follows : 

WAR DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, Jan. 16, 1885, 


Col. F. D. Grant, New York: 

My DEAR SiR: The 22d inst., by the retirement of Major 
Eckerson, will occur a vacancy in the Army in the grade of 
Assistant Quartermaster, with the rank of Captain. I am 
requested by the President to advise you of this, and to say 
that if it is agreeable to yourself it will give him pleasure to 
nominate you to fill the vacancy. I am very sincerely yours, 

ROBERT T. LINCOLN. 

Mr. Lincoln said this tender was wade entirely 
upon President Arthur’s own motion, and certainly 
without any suggestion from Gen. Grant. Col. 
Grant replied afew days afterward, declining the 
position, and giving as the reasons for doing so that 
to accept it would seem to be putting himself be- 

ond the reach of those who might have claims upon 

im as creditors, and this he would not do. The ex- 
Secretary added that whatever might be thought of 
the soundness of those reasons, under the circuir- 
stances they were certainly honorable and credit- 
able to Col. Grant. 

In a letter recently published, Col. Grant says: 

My father putin the firm of Grant and Ward $100,000 of 
his own money, deposited there $90,000 of my mother’s (#40,- 
000 belonging to the fund raised in Philadelphia to pay for 
the house No. 3 East 66th street: $25,000 for the sale of the 
Long Branch cottage built while futher was President ; $15,- 
000 from the sale of Anglo-American bank stock that mother 
had owned some years, and Ue 0 from savings from her 
income and allowances that fat\er had given her), and $150,- 
000 he had obtained from Mr. Vanderbilt. My father’s ex- 
penses were about $2,000 a month, $1.000 of which he allowed 
my mother for maintaining their house. #500 he gavein 
charity and $500 he kept for his own use, but gave most of 
this away in presents. My father’s income and profits, out- 
side of the firm of Grant and Ward (after the $250,000 fund 
was raised), was greater than the amount he spent. Father 
made no investments while iu the firm except those he left 
with the firm, and Mr. Ward had charge of the securities. 
As for myself, I took from the firm of Grant and Ward 
about $——— less than I put in; what I did take out was 
paid as profits to those whose money I was using except s0 
much es it took to support my family in a becoming way. 
I had $57,000 when I first knew Mr. Ward. Now, I owe $500,- 
000 through his re. I have nearly every check I ever 
drew in my life, a full history if ever entered into, and if 
anybody who has any right to inquire into iny affairs wants 
to cnow about any or all my transactions my books are 
open to them. If you see fit to make rublic my transactions 
with Ward, doso. There is nothing I wish to cover up: on 
the contrary, I would like everything known. I have done 
nothing I am ashamed of, except that I dealt with such men 
as Fish and Ward; thereis nothing Iam sorry for except 
the suffering which has befallen innocent people through 
my confidence in these men.

The British naval officers evidently need to spend 
a season or two at Wimbledon or Creedmoor, to judge 
from their exploits, or rather their lack of exploits.

At last, however, says Mr. Horna- 
day, to whose ‘Two Years in the Jungle” we are in- 
debted for this story, ** a sporisman stole out one 
fine night in pajamas and slippers, found the battle- 
searred veteran feeding close to the travellers’ bun- 

alow and sent a ball into his brain, which ended 
is career. However, to do justice to England’s 
web-feet, 1t is to be remembered that the elephant’s 
prain is a difficult object to hit and can only be 
reached by a hunter familiar with the anatomy of 
the elephant’s skull. When an elephant is charging, 
be holds his head high, curling his trunk and throw- 
ing it forward in such a way that the bullet must 
s through two feet of trunk to reach the skull 
which nature has especially adapted for receiving 
the shock of a blow without injuring the brain be- 
neath. Winwood Reade and Dr. Livingston both 
describe how the negroes ham-string an elephant by 
creeping a behind, the huge beast being deficient 
in both sight and scent. Perhaps the officers of x 
land's navy are restrained in their propensity to 
slaughter a, not by their incapacity to shoot 
straight but by the recollection of the experience of 
Ptolemy Philopator who, after he had defeated An- 
tiochus III, near Gaza, (217 B. C.) killed four ele- 
phants, for which he was threatened in a dream 
with the wrath of the Deity, the elephants being, 
according to ancient belief, the most beloved of the 
gods, ‘to whom they make prayers, by natural in- 
stinct, lifting up the proboscis to heaven, in default 
of hands.” 


In his reminiscences of General Grant in Harper’s 
Magazine, Horace Porter says: ‘‘His nearest ap- 
proach to an imprecation was a ‘Confovndit!’ Once 
when recalling this fact and remarking upon it to 
him, he said: ‘I never learned to swear. Whena 
boy Lseemed to have an aversion to it, and when a 
man 1 saw the folly of it. I have always noticed 
too, that swearing helps to arouse men’s ire, and 
when people get into a passion their adversaries who 
keep cool always get the better of them.’ The Gen- 
eral was brought up a Methodist and was always a 
regular attendant at worship. He was a frequent 
visitor at church conferences, and had many warm 
personal friends among the bishops and clergy of 
that denomination, but was entirely non-sectarian 
in his feelings.’’ 


Of Judge Moncure, late Chief Justice of the Vir- 
ginia Court of Appeals, whose kindness of heart

COL. PHISTERER’S REPORT ON N. Y. CAMP. 


Tue report of Colonel Fred. Phisterer, who has 
been the “post adjutant” during each National 
Guard encampment since the establishment of camps 
in New York State, of which we have received an 
advanved copy. contains much interesting matter. 

The Colonel, after explaining his methods of do- 
ing duty, instruction of first sergeants, etc., etc., all 
of which have been so frequently commented upon 
in the JouRNAL that they must be familiar to all its 
readers, and, therefore, require no special mention 


here, says that according to the morning reports, ‘ 


exclusive of bands, 4,219 offivers and enlisted men 
were in camp this year. According to the remarks 
in the reports and the pay rolls there were 101 more 
officers and enlisted men in camp, whose arrival 
(gain in the figures) was offset by a corresponding 
number departing at the same time; add to this the 
bands of the several regiments, 266 men, and allow 
for men who joined after the reports had been made, 
and left before the next report was made, and 
who were not entitled to pay, and the total 
number in camp will eppeer to have been 4,600 offi- 
oers, enlisted men and band musicians. The follow- 
ing table, based on the morning reports, shows the 
attendance in camp in detail: 
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The average attendance of five organizations this 
year appears lower than the attendance of the same 
at their vamp preceding this. The total average at- 
tendance last year (1884) was 80.01 per cent., this year 
it is 79.05 per cent.; also apparently a falling off. 
Heretofore the annual inspection took place in 
camp; it was natural that each organization made 
great efforts to have a full attendance on inspection 
day; these efforts brought larze numbers of men in 
camp for one or two days and increased the per- 
centage of attendance in camp markedly. This year 
the annual inspection did not take place in camp, 
which will not only fully explain the decrease of at- 
tendance reported, but prove that the decrease is 
not actual, and that the average attendance at the 
camp has really increased. 

The difference between the highest and lowest at- 
tendance arises principally from the fact that a 
number of officers and enlisted men go with their 
command to camp on Saturday, stay over Sunday, 
leave Sunday evening or Monday morning and that 
these or others join on Friday to leave with their 
regiments on Saturday. These fluctuations are ex- 
ceedingly annoying and troublesome to all charged 
with the keeping of the records, to the Quarter- 
master and Commissary Departments, and especi- 
ally to the Ist sergeant. Tue discontinuance of the 
aunual inspections in camp has lessened this evil; 
were officers and enlisted men who served in camp 
less than three consecutive days (72 hours) to receive 
no pay and no rations, the changes would probably 
be dace’ to the lowest point consistent with the 
personnel of the National Guard. The above table 
shows that in the large majority of organizations the 
fluctuations in the attendance were slight, and that 
in two there were none at all. 

The consolidated returns show that the con- 
tractors furnished rations for an average daily at- 
tendance of officers and enlisted men, as follows:

The 40th, 4ist, 20th, 32d, and 38th Separate Com- 
panies received, the last day in camp, three meals, 
all the others but two. On the first day in camp all or- 
ganizations received but one meal. Aration consists of 
early coffee and bread, breakfast, dinner, and supper. 
The tutal average number of officers and enlisted men 
suppiied includes the band musicians, and men who 
arrived after the morning report had been madeand 
left before another report was due, and, therefore 
cannot agree with the average attendance according 
to the morning reports, and also for the further rea- 
son that on the ration returns many men are credi- 
ted with one ortwo meals on the day of their ar- 
rival, but one day before appearing on the morning 
— as present. 

‘he pay roll, an improved form prepared by your 
directions, contains now a jurat which is so free and 
comprehensive, that no company commander can 
take it, without being fully aware that he solemnly 
swears to the correctness of everything contained in 
it. Instructions were given that each man should 
be credited with the pay to which he is entitled for 
the day, immediately ;after retreat or dress parade 





of each day, except that on the day before the regi- 
ment would leave camp credit should be given at 
noon for that and the following day, the rolls closed 
and the amounts and footings carried out, so that 
the Paymaster-General could examine them and 
grcpae for the payment of the troops before their 

eparture from camp. Once during the week these 
rolls were called in and examined, and further in- 
structions given if necessary. The pay rolls this

It affords me great satisfaction to be able to report 
that the adjutants, sergeant-majors, commissary 
sergeants, Ist sergeants, and adjutant’s clerks in 
camp this season, as far as their work came withiu 
my province, showed themselves to be competent 
and ailigent officers and non-commissioned officers. 
The reports, returns, and rolls, as a rule, required 
none or but trifling corrections. 

The Ist sergeants, who ure the hardest worked offi- 
cials in every camp, were exceedingly desirous to 
receive instruction on many subjects, not all cleri- 
cal, and to acquit themselves creditably of their 
duties, in which effort most of those who remained 
in camp succeeded in a high degree. 

Although about 50 per cent. of the adjutants and 
lst sergeants had not been on duty in the State 
camp in those capacities, their work with me showed 
a marked improvement in this, over the first, tour 
of their respective organizations, proving not onl 
that, notwithstanding the many changes whic 
occur in the National Guard in a few years, the seed 

lanted in previous camps bad borne and is bearing 

ruit, but also that the military intelligence of the 
individual members of the Guard is increasing. 

There were in camp this year seven regiments, two 
companies of the 10th Battalion, and nine separate 
cvo'npanies—in all 78 companies. Had the state of 
the unexpended appropriation permitted the plac- 
ing of 12 more companies in camp, half of the infan- 
try force of the Guard would have had a tour this 
year. To derive full benefit of the State camp each 
organization should serve there a tour once in every 
_— + and to do so is the unanimous wish of the

INSPECTION OF THE SEVENTH NEW YORK. 


Wits an attendance of 921, out of its full strength 
of 1,003, the 7th excels its own record at inspection 
for a period reaching way back to the ante bellum 
times. Indeed, we aoubt if the 7th or any other 
N. Y. regiment has ever before reached this mark in 

oint of attendance on a similar occasion. When it 
s further considered that the force presented is 
thoroughly effective, that each individual repre- 
sents a well instructed man, full of esprit and ever 
ready to follow the fortunes of his organization, 
then the feeling of pride reflected from the coun- 
tenapce of every member ut such a result, from 
Col. Clark down to the most verdant recruit, may 
be easily understood. Probably the only sorrowful 
man when he learned these facts was Lieut. J. E. 
Ware, who became a member of the 7th in 1864, and 
has since that time never failed to be present when 
duty called him with his regiment. Now he was, 
however, on his return trip from Europe, and by his 
arrival just one day too late recorded his first miss 
on this occasion. Had he been present the percent- 
age of the regiment would not have been excelled 
by that of the 23d. 

The Adjutant’s call sounded at 8 P. M., sharp, arfd 
the line formed an almost complete square. Con- 
sider in connection with this the presence of several 
thousands of spectators, and it can easily be im- 
agined that the review, with unequalized fronts was 
not as precisely executed as is the custom of the 
regiment on gala occasions, but then neither the ln- 
spector-General nor any other sensible person ex- 

ected otherwise. The manceuvre, nevertheless, 

ooked handsome and was as well executed as the 
circumstances permitted. Wheeling the companies 
into column poneeet the additional difficulty of 
finding suitable places for all the companies without 
their interfering with each other, but they managed 
this very well and then the inspection commenced. 
Of this we are unable to make a long story for lack 
of incident. The officers, like those of the 22d, proved 
generally well ipstructed, and the company lines 
resented their usual steady, almost immovable 
routs, the men handling their pieces well in throw- 
ing them up for the inspector. Except in their sizes 
there was so little difference in the appearance and 
actions of the companies that it became very mono- 
tonous tc look the affair through to theend. This of 
course, reflects credit upon the regiment, but is ex- 
asperating to the military correspondent who comes 
to find material for criticism. The regiment was 
dressed in the old well-known gray fatigue uniform 
with cartridge boxes, etc., ot the old pattern which 
were worn on the back below the knapsack. The 
careless, faulty adjustment of the canteens and 
haversacks, resulting from straps either too long or 
too short, and badly slung, in many cases gave the 
individuals concerned an amateurish appearance. 
This was almost the only fault we could find, and 
may be — remedied by some attention to the 
mutter and close inspection by first sergeants before 
marching their companies out for parade. The affair 
was concluded by 11 Pp. M., and then the officers of

INSPECTION OF THE EIGHTH NEW YORK. 


Wuat theres left of the once-famous and well- 
filled 8th Regiment, after years of neglect on the 
part of those who give or withhold armories, was 
inspected Tuesday evening, October 13, in the ar- 
mory of the22d Regiment, which, although ricketty 
and leaky, is, at least, larger than that of the 8th 
and presents no danger of falling down if a com- 

any marches across the hall, because the drill room 
is on the ground floor. Small as the attendance was, 
it is yet a matter of wonder how the organization 
keeps together at all when it is considered what it 
has had to put up with. Its creditable appearance 
under the circumstances was favorably commented 
upon by officers of other organizations, a large 
number of whom were present. The little com- 
mand passed in review in a peat manner, but evi- 
dently somewhat embarrassed on account of the 
abundance of space for manceuvring, to which they 
are not accustomed in their own so-called quarters. 
Lieut.-Col. Francis Svhilling was in command and 
bandled the battalion in his usual soldierly style. 
Colonel George D. Scott, the man to whose ceaseless 
efforts in the interest of his command the State is 
indebted for what there is still left of the regiment, 
was present in uniform, but on account of his acci- 
dent at the Grant funeral he is still obliged to use a 
cane in walking, and he was compelled to be satisfied 
with the role of a mere spectator. The command 
being so small, inspection was finished rapidly. ‘he 
men exhibited creditable steadiness and ali passed 
off well, but we would suggest some moderation to 
certain company officers in the matter of saluting 
the inspector, who should receive no present from 
the vaptain upon his approach for the purpose of 
inspecting the company. It is strange that so many 
National Guardswen insist upon saluting too much 
or too little, apparently unable to strike the happy 
medium. 

Taking the inspection as a whole, however, aud 
considering the difficulty of maintaining a strong 
esprit de corps under difficulties such as now impede 
the progress of the regiment, it was a very credit-

INSPECTION OF THE TWENTY-THIRD N. Y. 


Tue bitter pill of adverse criticism, howevor 
just and well-deserved, is nevertheless an article 
very seldom accepted with good grace, which, after 
all, ¥8 very natural. Still, recent inspections, so far 
as can be judged by artificlal light and within the 
confining walls of an armory, show that the pill, al- 
though ostentatiously rejected in public, is taken 
on the quiet with excellent effect, and the results of 
impartial and sound criticism constantly adminis- 
tered iu the columns of the ARMy AND NAvy JOUR- 
NAL is most apparent in organizations who persist 
ently pretend to ignore its suggestions. This fact, 
which furnishes additional proof of the propriety 
of criticism is most gratifying to us and creditable 
to the organizations concerned. i 

The 23d, which was inspected in its armory on Fri- 
day evening, October 9, made one of the best exbi- 
bitions witnessed this season and it may be justly 
said that the regiment outdid itself in pee of mill- 
tary appearance and steadiness, as well as in percell- 
po of attendance. In the latter respect it even eX- 
celled the 7th, whose exceptioual percentage of at- 
tendance has heretofore been considered unpreced- 
ented. The regiment appeared in the State uuifor™, 
and after a prompt, quick formation presented # 
line firm as a rock, uniform and regular in all re 
spects. Ths passage in review we are glud to ob- 
serve, was very properly omitted because there W% 
no room for it. After Inspector General Brigzs a!4 
Colonel McGrath had passed around the line the 
command at once wheeled into company columD 
and the inspection which followed revealed great 





General Briggs was assisted in the inspection by 


care and preparation in individual set-up, dress, au4 
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adjustment of accoutrements, manual of arm;, and 
general soldierly bearing in ranks amorg the 
rank and file. The fair condition of the mus- 
kets, however, reflects credit on the armorer, 
and does not count in favor of those who use 
them. which is one of the anomalies resulting 
from the system of the State Service. The entire 
command presented the appearance of a handsome, 
well-disciplined body of men, and it was difficult to 
recognize in them the same individuals who, al- 
though well-drilled, rendered night hideous in defi- 
ance of all military rules only a few months ago at 
the camp. The profits resulting from_criticism on 
that occasion showed its points here. We found but 
little occasion for adverse comment, beyond the fact 
that in some Cases officers in command of companies 
were not as self-possessed as is expected from men 
thoroughly familiar with their duty. An officer 
who thoroughly knows what he is about would, 
after the inspection of arms of his company is con- 
cluded, im:mediately draw his sword and command 
“open boxes.”” Here we noticed several cases, 
where the Inspector was asked if he desired the 
poxes to be opened. Subalterns should stand at 
arry sword until the Inspector has passed them 
and not remain at order, necessitating instruction 
from the Inspector, which was the case here in sev- 
eral instances. Taking everything into considera- 
tion, however, the 23d have reason to be satis- 
fied with their inspection in every respect, and we 
only hope that they as well as others will show the 
same proficiency whea next called upon in full day- 
light in the broad field.

Like all the evening inspections this one afforded 
but limited scope for observation, but what there 
was of it was done in a more than usual satisfactory 
manner and the piece of work performed ranks very 
high. We doubt, however, whether inspection at 
night in an armory furnishes a basis upon which to 
form a correct judgment as to the discipline, instruc- 
tion, and general condition of an organization. 





NATIONAL GUARD ASSOCIATION OF THE U.S. 


Tne National Guard Association of the U. 8., Gen. 
G. W. Wingate, President, and Col. C. E. Bridge, 
Secretary, will hold its next convention at Wasbing- 
ton, D. C., on Tuesday, Dec. 15, 1885, at 10 A. M., at 
the Ebbit House, where headquarters will be estab- 
lished. 

The object ot the convention is to secure more 
generous legislation from Congress for the militia, 
and for this reason the hope is ene that the 
National Guard from each state will be represented 
in a manner to help the Association in its efforts to 
this end. 

At the last session it procured the passage through 
the Senate of General Sewell’s bill, increasing the 
annual appropriation for arms and ordnance stores 
for the militia, from $200,000 (the amount at which it 
has remained siuce 1805) to $600,000; and also secured 
a favorable report of the Militia Committee of the 
House upon General Slocum’s bill modein'zing the 

»resent obsolete provisions of the United States 

ilitia Law (which has remained substantially un- 
changed since 1792). Neither of these bills could be 
reached in the House, and therefore, failed to be- 
come laws, although itis believed that they would 
have passed if they had been reached. 

The following subjects are announced for discus- 
sion: 

1. The progress that has been made in each State 
during the past year, inadvancing the efficiency of 
its National Guurd. 

2. The relative merits of regimental or brigade 
camps, and whether it is best to hold them near 
large cities. 

3. Suggestions in regard to General Slocum’s bill, 
for the improvement of the Militia. 

It is requested that the names of the delegates 
from each State may be furnished to the Corres- 
ponding Secretary by December 10. 





NEW YORK. 


The most interesting matte in military circles in 
Brooklyn, is the transfer of the 47th Regiment, on 
‘Tuesday, Oct. 20, from their old confined quarters to 
the new magnificent armory, which is the finest 
structure of its kind in Brooklyn,and among the 
best in the country. I[t is situated at the intersection 
of Marey avenue, Lynch and Hayward streets. Gen.

Work at the State Camp will begin in earnest in a 
few days. 

Major General E. L. Molineux has been sojourn- 
ing at the Hygeia Hotel, Fort Monroe, during the 
past week. 

General W. H. Brownell on Tuesday morning last, 
went to J. H. McKenney and Co. to order a new set 
of epaulettes, etc., to replace those broken by the 
fall of his horse on August 8 last. ‘‘ Mac’ took down 
the order in his most business-like way, and the 
General did not observe the sly wink which he threw 
at the book-keeper at the sameiime. The fact was 
that the set of ornaments had long since been ord- 
ered by the thoughtful staff of the General and just 
been despatched to the Clarendon, where his staff 
had assembled to celebrate the 16th anniversary of 
his entry into the Guard, and here they lay awaiting 
the arrival of the General in the evening. His sur- 
prise when his staff presented the articles to him was 
as genuine as agreeable, and his neat but feeling 
speech of acceptance was delivered in his usual 
graphic manner.

THE NORDENFELDT SUBMARINE BOAT. 

THE interest excited by the recent trials of the 
Nordenfeldt submarine boat is sufficiently shown by 
the presence at Landskrona of 39 officers represent- 
ing every European power, together with Brazil 
and Japan. Such a boat, if successful, will exercise 
a powerful influence both on naval warfare aud on 
coast defence. Its possible uses ure manifold, its 
moral effects unquestionable. Against its opera- 
tions no system of defence at present suggested 
seems adequate. The introduction of fast torpedo 
boats has supplied a new factor in warfare and, pace 
Hobait Pasha, their influence will some day make 
itself powerfully felt. But the turpedo boat has 
been met actively by the machine gun, capable of 
delivering an extremely rapid fire of small shell at 
ranges far beyond the useful limit of the Whitehead, 
and passively by the steel wire netting with which 
it is proposed to surround ships. Again, the torpedo 
boat ca~ be met and fought on the sea by similar 
boats, faster, better handled, or better armed. On 
the other hand, a boat which can maintain a fair 
speed under water for several hours, which need 
only rise to the surface for brief periods, and can 
sink at will if discovered, which can lie perdu and 
direct a steered torpedo, or run up to close quarters 
and fire the Whitehead at 10 feet below the surface, 
is undoubtedly an exceptionally dangerous antago- 
nist. If the problem of producing such a boat can 
be solved, the largest ship would be secure only 
when in rapid motion, no part could be satisfactorily 
defended, and no system of submarine mines could 
be regarded as safe. Mr. Nordenfeldt has addressed 
himself to the solution with a measure of success 
which will be discussed later. 

Itis no new problem. Submarine boats were em- 
ployed in the American war, where some successes 
were claimed for them; and considering the enor- 
mous advantages to be obtained, itis not surprising 
that at least one European power has devoted both 
time and money to experiment. But there has been 
a natural tendency to preserve secrecy ou the sub- 
ject—since to create the vague suspicion uf the pos- 
session of a submarine boat would be a more desira- 
ble object than to proclaim the existence of one, 
with known imperfections and limitations. Besides, 
the past record of the performances of these boats 
has not been free from disaster. Several have sunk 
with their crew to rise no more; others have re- 
mained fixed and helpless at the bottom for long 
periods, to be saved only by exceptionel cooluess 
and exertion on the part of the crews. It would be 
clearly unwise to create an antecedent impression of 
the exceptional danger involved in their service at a 
time when such danger — be due chiefly to 
structural imperfection and want of knowledge. 
For the problem is no easy one, when its conditions 
come to be realized. Power to sink aud rise rapidly 
at will, fair speed under water, horizontal and ver- 
tical steering power under full control, endurance 
of motive force, and air supply for the crew, are 
only some of the many requirements on the fulfil- 
ment of which success is dependent. 

One of the principal difficulties of submarine 
navigation is to preserve an even keel when under 
water. Should a boat turn downwards when in 
motion below the surface, it might easily strike the . 
bottom or reach a depth at which it must collapse 
before its course could be arrested. On the other 
hand, if the bow took an upward turn under the 
same circumstances, the boat would rapidly come to 
the surface and be exposed to view and to projec- 
tiles. It is evidently, therefore, of the utmost im- 
portance to provide ample steering power in a 
vertical direction. In the Nordenfeldt boat, two 
horizontal rudders are placed one on each side near 
the bows, and are acted upon by a pendulum inside 
the hull. This pendulum coming into Diay the in- 
stant the boat takes acant in either direction, 
actuates the horizontal rudders and causes her im- 
mediately to return to an even keel. Sy this means 
it is claimed that the boat is automatically kept with 
her axis horizontal, while since the bow rudders are 
entirely beyond the control of the crew there is no 
danger of accident due to neglect or loss of nerve. 
In the event of a breakdown of the above arrange- 
ment, it is necessary at once to stop the boat and let 
her return to the surface. No compressed air is car- 
ried, and the crew depend, therefore, fur existence 
on the amount of air sealed up in the hull. With 
this amount of air only, four men have remained for 
a period of six hours without any especial incon- 
venience. The above are the main feutures of the 
invention which Mr. Nordenfeldt has just made 
public, and which has received the careful consider- 
ation of experts of many nations. In a subsequent

ENGLAND'S NEW GUNS. 

A LONG series of experiments have been made by 
the English Ordnance Committee with the new 
breechloading guns. known as the 9.2 in., of 32 cwt., 
and mye a projectile of 380 Ib., and using cocoa 
powder chiefly. A peculiarity of the brown pow- 
ders is found to be the small quantity of smoke, and 
even this dissipates ceemetneny ; but these powders 
also have a liquid residue, which is so hot that it will 
fire gunpowder after 20 or 30 seconds’ exposure, and 
therefore a cause of danger when the gun is reloaded, 
the accident on board the Canada last November hav- 
ing probably had some such origin. Such misfortunes 
are hereafter to be guarded against by cooling the 
gun and using a close fitting sponge to clean out the 
cbamber. The results of these observations, and 
frequent inspections of the experimental gun, has 
also shown that there is something yet to learn on 
the subject of steel artillery, for, after firing 166 
rounds, mostly with excessive charges, the gun had 
to be relined, and a tendency is displayed y all the 

uns of similar manufacture to enlarge the bore. 
The increase is almost infinitesimal, and no gun has 

et been rendered unserviceable from this cause ; 
but it has been thought advisable, pending some fur- 
ther modification in the gun or projectiles, that the 
firing of these heavy breech-loaders shall be restric- 
ted as far as practicable to reduced charges. It is 
doubted whether, under the present conditions, it 
will be possible to prolong the life of a gun without 
relining for more than 200 battering charges. With 





half charges, which are usual at practice, the guns | 


will remain undeteriorated for probably 1,000 rouads. 





FOREIGN ITEMS. 


CHILI’s income in 1884 was $39,910,133; expendi- 
tures, $39,225.118. The total national debt (home and 
foreign) amounted, with interest, on Jan. 1, 1885, to 
$60,430,329, a decrease since Dec. 31, 1883, of $8,713,000. 

THe movement for the restoration of Baker 
Pasha to the British Army seems to have failed, 
despite the influence and numbers of those who were 
engaged in it. 

A NiGuT attack by torpedo boats on the flagship 
of the Mediterranean squadron outside Malta re- 
sulted, it is stated, in a victory for the small craft. 
Six boats took part in the experiments, three first 
and three second-class boats. 

H. M. 8. Thunderer has had another explosion of 
gas in her coal bunkers. 

THREE torpedo catchers, pamed respectively, the 
Grass Tr, Sandjly, and Spider, are to be built for 
the Bog ish Navy. They will be of the French 
Bombé class, everything giving way to speed, handi- 
ness, and seaworthiness, and will be armed with 
quick-firing guns and torpedoes.

In the court-yard of the Hotel de l'Europe, in Lei- 
cester Square, London, a Frenchman exhibits a 
novel and ingenious field-piece, which he calls the 
‘* Joyeux.” The inventor claims for this little gun 
of thirteen cwt. all told, a range of at least four 
miles, and accurate shooting. The gun-carriage and 
trail are wrought iron, but the specialty, other than 
the breech mechanism, which is extremely simple, 
is the ingenious mode of elevation and depression.

Some interesting particulars are given by Engi- 
neering as to the progress of the railway that is being 
hurried on to the new position Russia has ac quired 
on the Afghan frontier. The electric light having 
broken down ow ing to an accident to the apparatus 
sent, the men are working at night by the aid of 
hundreds of lanterns and huge fires fed with petro- 
leum refuse. As far as Askabad the road has been 
levelled, and it is expected that the final rail will be 
laid by the end of the month; but much will depend 
on the completion of the innumerable stone bridges 
which constitute a peculiar feature of the line. 
From the Caspian Sea to Sarakhs, a distance of over 
500 miles, the railway does not cross a single large 
river, but from the time it quits the 'Transcaspian 





desert and traverses the oasis of Akhal, the country, 

which is flat and clayey, is intersected by smali 
rivers, growing more and more frequent as the line 
approaches Askabad. All these streams, most of 
them dry in summer and torrents in the rainy sea- 
son, have to be properly bridged, and no timber 
being forthcoming, General Annenkoff has resorted 
almost exclusively to stone.
